It’s this huge progress that ultimately 
underlies the propo.siil - now before 
Congress - to rettuire insurance companies 
to provide a “parity” of benefits between ' 
physical and mental illness. I'hough this is 
a bad idea that would drive up.healih 
s]>cniling, it's undehiondable ih the con- 
text of so mudi change.

One way to check spending 
would be to limit “parity7 to “severe’’ 
mental tllnes.scs: sdtizophrenia, manic do- 
pres.sion, panic disorders, qbst^siv&dim-

Afflicting 3 percent of Americans, these 
disorders can be disabling. Victims suffer 
haUudnations or suiddol gloom. 

Tliese disorders also involve the worst 
discrimination by insurance plans. A few 
decades ago, mental breakdowns were 
seen as freaks of personality. Since then, 
advances in neurosdc nco'- the stu d y of 


the nervous .system - have shown that 
many stem from chemical imbalances in 
the brain. In this sense, they don’t differ 
much from many physical diseases. - 
So why cover them differently? Says Dr. 
l^Tedcrick Goodwin, former head of the Na-- 
tional Institute for Mental Health: “These 
are brain diseases ... You move two inches 


one way in the brain, and >-ou have (the 
source) of epilepsy. You move two inches 
the other way,’]rau have manic depression. 

I treat half my manic-depressive patients > 
ivith onti-convuLsonts (drugs).” 

The trouble is that, in practice, neat dis- 
tinctions can collapse. Diagnosing major 
depressions is still a gray area. And the ba- 
sic problem is that Congress is unwisely 
trying to dictate insurance coverage. Such 
“unfunded mandates” were the fatal de- 
fect of Clinton's health plan. 

Political pressures ore skewed. Congress ' 
con-confer benefits without incurring the 
political costs (higher taxes). If sn^cd, the 
process could become unending Lobbies 
of patients and providers would besiege 
Congress to mandate a given treatment or 
test. All pleas would bo emotionally com- 
pelling, because medical care denied 

have high costs But collectively (hey could 
bloat health spending at the expense of 
-other needs.- — 

The right way to handle mental health is 
moro tentative. The Federal Employees 
Health Benefit Program (FEHBP) is (he 
largest buyer of health insurance, with 
more than 9 million bcnefidarics. Let 
Congress instruc t fEHBP to de vise poli- . 
dcs ttut halpnre extra. coverage, and high- 
cr costs. I'hat imuld scn-c as a model for 
large companies, state governments and 
insurance comp'ahics. 

It wouldn’t be an instant solution, bu( 
it would provide experimentation and 
flc-xibility in an area of hard social 
choice. Ihe greatest strides against mcn- 

tal illness hav e co me through research^ 

new dri7gs and sKiftsln attitudes. Politi- 
cal chctoric notwithstanding, it is in 
thcsc;rcalm.s - and not insurance prac- 
tices - that future progress will also be 
concentrated. ...
